INFORMATION  FOR  THOSE  INTENDING  TO  SECURE 
FARMS  ON  THE  ORLAND  PROJECT 

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION 

THE  Orland  project  is  located  in  Glenn  and  Tehama  Counties 
in  the  north  central  portion  of  the  Sacramento  Valley  of  Cali- 
fornia, 100  miles  north  of  Sacramento,  the  capital  of  the  State, 
and  165  miles  from  San  Francisco.    The  project  comprises  some 
21,000  acres,  of  which  14,670  acres  were  irrigated  in  1926. 

All  land  in  the  Orland  project  is  in  private  oAA'nership;  no  public 
land  is  available  for  entry.  The  limit  of  ownership  has  been  estab- 
lished by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  at  40  acres,  except  that  origi- 
nal subscribers  (or  their  successors  in  interest)  to  stock  in  the  Orland 
Unit  Water  Users'  Association  are  qualified  to  hold  an  area  not  in 
excess  of  160  acres. 

IRRIGATION  PLAN  AND  WATER  SUPPLY 

The  irrigation  plan  of  the  Orland  project  provides  for  the  stor- 
age  of  water  in  East  Park  Beservoir  with  a  capacity  of  51,000  acre- 
feet,  controlled  by  East  Park  Dam  on  Little  Stony  Creek,  about  40 
miles  southwest  of  Orland,  Calif.,  and  a  feed  canal,  7  miles  long 
connecting  the  storage  basin  with  Stony  Creek.  The  diversion  works 
for  the  feed  canal  are  located  about  3V2  miles  Avest  of  Stonyford. 
The  Stony  Gorge  Reservoir,  of  50,200  acre-feet  capacity,  is  located 
on  Stony  Creek  about  18  miles  below  East  Park  Dam.  Construction 
work  on  the  dam  Avill  be  completed  during  the  fall  of  1928,  The 
stored  water  is  conveyed  from  East  Park  in  the  natural  creek  channel 
41  miles  to  the  Miller  Buttes  diversion  and  45  miles  to  tiie  north 
side  weir,  where  it  is  taken  out  in  distribution  systems  comprising 
138  miles  of  canals  and  laterals,  91  miles  of  which  are  concrete  lined, 
and  delivered  directly  to  each  40-acre  farm. 

The  natural  flow  of  Stony  Creek  provides  sufficient  water  for  the 
project  in  normal  years  until  in  June,  when  it  is  supplemented  by 
water  from  the  East  Park  Beservoir.  The  water  supply  is  siiffieient 
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to  provide  3  acre-feet  per  acre  to  the  land  even  in  years  of  consider- 
ably less  than  normal  rainfall.  The  domestic  water  supply  of  the 
project  is  abundant,  and  is  obtained  from  wells  at  depths  of  20  feet

to  first  water  and  of  40  to  50  feet  for  second  water.  In  both  strata 
the  water  is  soft,  medium  cool,  and  free  from  excessive  amounts  of 
alkali,  iron,  sulphur,  or  other  minerals.

AGRICULTURAL  AND  CUMATIC  CONDITIONS 

The  average  elevation  of  the  irrigable  urea  is  250  feet  above  sea 
level.  The  mean  annual  temperature  at  Orland  for  a  42-year  period 
is  63.8°.  The  average  of  the  highest  recorded  temi)eratures  for  the 
10-year  period  1917  to  1926  is  112.2°  and  the  average  of  the  lowest 
minimums  for  the  same  X)eriod  is  25°.  White  frosts  are  rare  occur- 
rences and  those  which  have  occurred  resulted  in  no  damage  to  trees 
cr  crops.  The  severe  frosts  of  1913,  1922,  and  1924  which  resulted 
in  extensive  damage  to  citrus  groves  in  other  citrus  growing  sections 
left  Orland  oranoe  orchards  unharmed. 

The  normal  rainfall  at  Orland  is  18  inches  per  annum.  The  rain 
usually  CKicurs  between  the  1st  of  November  and  the  1st  of  March. 
The  irrigating  season  usually  extends  from  March  1  to  October  1. 
Avith  some  irrigation  of  citrus  and  olive  groves  in  October  and 
November.  The  growing  season  for  alfalfa  is  of  long  duration, 
extending  from  about  March  15  to  October  15. 

SOILS  AND  DRAINAGE 

The  soil  consists  of  alluvial  deposits  from  Stony  Creek  with  an 

admixture  of  wash  from  adjacent,  more  elevated  areas.  The  varieties 
are  gravelly  loam  and  clay  and  sediment  loam,  all  deep  and  very 
productive.  There  is  no  hardpan  nor  alkali.  The  general  slope  of 
lands  within  the  project  is  about  15  feet  to  the  mile  in  a  southeasterly 
direction,  which  affords  excellent  surface  drainage.  The  subsurface 
drainage  is  equally  as  good.  After  16  yeai-s  of  irrigation  in  the 
project  it  has  been  free  from  all  drainage  problems. 

TRANSPORTATION 

The  Shasta  route  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Kailroad  passes  through 
Orland  and  is  one  of  the  main  lines  from  San  Francisco  to  Portland, 
Oreg.  The  concrete  paved  State  highway,  which  runs  north  and 
south  the  entire  length  of  the  State,  passes  directly  through  the  town 
of  Orland  and  the  project.  There  is  also  the  cross  highway  connect- 
ing the  east  and  the  west  sides  of  the  Sacramento  Valley  via  Chico- 
Orland.  Both  freight  and  passenger  ^rvice  are  also  available  by 
auto  stage  on  the  State  highways. 

COST  OF  WATER 

The  primary  construction  charge  of  the  project  is  $55  per  acre, 

repayable  in  20  annual  installments  without  interest,  on  December  1 
of  each  year,  the  last  of  which  is  due  December  1,  1935.  Bepay-

The  general  slope  of 
lands  within  the  project  is  about  15  feet  to  the  mile  in  a  southeasterly 
direction,  Avliicli  alTords  excellent  surface  drainage.  The  subsurface 
drainage  is  eijually  as  good.  After  16  years  of  irrigation  in  the 
project  it  has  been  free  from  all  drainage  problems. 

TRANSPORTATION 

The  Shasta  route  of  the  Southern  Pacific  llailroad  j)asses  through 
Orluid  and  is  one  of  the  main  lines  from  San  Francisco  to  Portland, 
Oreg.  The  concrete  paved  State  highway,  which  runs  north  and 
.south  the  entire  length  of  the  State,  passes  directly  through  the  town 
of  Orland  and  the  project.  There  is  also  the  cross  highway  connect- 
ing the  east  and  the  west  sides  of  the  Sacramento  Valley  via  Chico- 
Orland.  Both  freight  and  passenger  service  are  also  available  by 
auto  stage  on  the  State  highAvays. 

COST  OF  WATER 

The  primary  construction  charge  of  the  project  is  $55  per  acre, 
repayable  in  20  annual  installments  without  interest,  on  December  1 
of  each  jrear,  the  last  of  which  is  due  December  1,  1935.  Kepay- 
ments  of  the  Stony  Gorge  Eeservoir  supplemental  construction 
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charge,  not  to  exceed  $68  per  acre,  will  be  due  at  the  rate  of  $4  per 
acre  per  annum,  beginning  December  1,  1936,  and  continuing  at  that 
rate  until  the  charge  is  entirely  refunded,  except  that  the  last  install- 
ment will  be  adjusted  according  to  the  fractional  amount  then 
remaining  due.  Eleven  repayments,  aggregating  $24.86  per  acre 
have  accrued  on  the  primary  charge,  leaving  a  balance  of  $30.14, 
The  amount  of  the  building  installment  due  on  December  1  of  this 
year  (1S27)  is  $3.30  per  acre.  The  operation  and  maintenance 
charge  varies  from  year  to  year.  For  the  season  of  1924,  this  charge 
was  $1.65  per  acre;  for  1925  and  1926,  it  was  $1.60  per  acre,  which 
is  also  the  rate  for  the  season  of  1927.  This  charge  is  due  on  De- 
cember 31  following  the  irrigation  season.

CROPS  AND  YIELDS 

Practically  every  commercial  farm  product  grown  in  California 
can  be  raised  at  Orland.  Alfalfa  predominates  in  acreage,  but 
orchards  of  nuts  and  citrus  and  deciduous  fruits  are  rapidly  assum- 
ing large  proportions.  Citrus  products  consist  of  oranges,  lemons, 
and  gi-apefruit.  The  Orland  oranges,  picking  of  which  begins 
during  the  latter  part  of  November,  mature  from  4  to  6  weeks 
earlier  than  those  of  the  southern  California  groves,  thus  command- 
ing the  high  prices  of  the  early  market  and  the  holiday  trade. 
Cotton  has  been  raised  successfully  on  the  project  for  two  succes- 
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sive  seasons,  demonstrating  the  adaptability  of  Orland  soil  and 
climate  for  the  production  of  this  crop.  Almonds  and  English 
walnuts  are  grown,  the  former  very  extensively,  being  a  very  de- 
pendable money  crop.  Prunes,  figs,  peaches,  apricots,  pears,  grapes 
(both  table  and  raisin),  olives,  watermelons,  casabas,  and  many 
varieties  of  berries  are  included  in  the  list  of  fruits  grown.  Mile  of 
several  varieties  is  raised  successfully  and  profitably;  wheat  and 
barley  are  also  produced.  The  Kadota,  a  new  variety  of  fig  recently 
propagated  in  California,  which  is  noted  for  its  early  bearing  and 
excellent  preserving  qualities,  is  grown  on  the  project.  The  figs  are 
processed  in  a  variety  of  ways  by  a  cannery  at  Orland,  which

affords  a  ready  local  market.  Two  nurseries  are  engaged  in  pro- 
ducing nursery  stock  for  local  demands.  Alfalfa  yields  from  6 
to  6  tons  per  acre  per  year  with  five  cuttings.  Yields  of  7^^  tons 
are  produced  on  the  best  stands.  Cotton  yields  about  three-quarters 
of  a  bale  (ginned  product)  per  acre.  Full-bearing  almond  trees 
produce  2,000  pounds  of  nuts  per  acre,  and  prunes  4  tons  per  acre. 
As  high  as  300  boxes  of  oranges  have  been  raised  on  an  acre.  MUo 
yields  from  55  to  80  bushels  per  acre. 

During  the  season  of  1926,  the  gross  value  of  the  crops  produced 
on  the  irrigated  area  exceeded  $600,000,  over  one-half  the  primary 
construction  cost  of  the  project.  The  crop  value  per  acre  was 
$49.19,  or  40  per  cent  of  the  total  construction  charge  of  $123  per 
acre.

UVE  STOCK 

About  3,000  dairy  animals  were  on  the  project  in  1926.   A  large 

number  of  these  are  purebred  Jerseys  and  Holsteins.  Dairying  con- 
stitutes one  of  the  main  and  most  profitable  industries  of  the  project. 
Two  creameries  in  operation  at  Orland  produced  1,080,000  pounds 
of  butter  durin<^  1926.  Purebred  hoo;s  of  the  Poland  China,  Berk- 
shire, Duroc  Jersey,  and  Chester  White  breeds  are  raised.  The 
poultry  industry  is  assuming  large  proportions.  The  leading  variety 
of  chickens  is  the  White  Leghorn,  although  Orpingtons,  Plymouth 
Bocks,  Ehode  Island  Beds,  and  Bhode  Island  Whites  are  also  raised. 
Turkeys  constitute  a  source  of  considerable  income  to  poultrymen 
on  the  project,  about  $135,000  worth  being  raised  in  1926. 

MARKETS 

San  Francisco  and  the  bay  cities  are  the  principal  markets  for 
Orland  products.  Nuts  and  fruit,  however,  are  also  shipped  to 
eastern  markets  through  local  associations  of  the  State  organizations 
for  the  cooperative  marketing  of  almonds,  olives,  peaches,  apricots, 
figs,  and  prunes.  Oranges  are  marketed  successfully  in  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  region  and  in  the  Pacific  Northwest  through  a  local 
cooperative  association,  operating  independently  of  the  State  organi- 
zation. The  two  Orland  creameries  afford  a  local  market  for  the 
butterfat  production  of  the  dairies,  and  the  Orland  Alfalfa  Meal 
Mill,  of  30  tons  daily  capacity,  affords  a  ready  local  market  for  the 
surplus  production  of  alfalfa.

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UVE  STOCK 

About  3,000  dairy  animals  were  on  the  project  in  1926.    A  large 

number  of  those  are  purebred  Jerseys  and  Holsteins.  Dairying  c(>n- 
stitutes  one  of  the  main  and  most  profitable  industries  of  the  project. 
Two  creameries  in  operation  at  Orland  produced  1,080,000  pounds 
of  butter  during  192G.  Purebred  liogs  of  tlie  Poland  China,  Berk- 
shire, Duroc  Jersey,  and  Chester  White  breeds  are  raised.  The 
ix)ultry  industry  is  assuming  large  proportions.  The  leading  variety 
of  chickens  is  the  White  Leghorn,  although  Orpingtons,  Plvmoutli 
Kocks,  Rhode  Island  Beds,  and  Rhode  Island  Whites  are  also  raised. 
Turkeys  constitute  a  source  of  considerable  income  to  poultrymen 
on  the  project,  about  $135,000  worth  being  raised  in  1926. 

MARKETS 

San  Francisco  and  the  bay  cities  are  the  principal  markets  for 
Orland  products.  Nuts  and  fruit,  however,  are  also  shipped  to 
eastern  markets  through  local  associations  of  the  State  organizations 
for  the  cooperative  marketing  of  almonds,  olives,  peaches,  apricots, 
figs,  and  prunes.  Oranges  are  marketed  successfully  in  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  region  and  in  the  Pacific  Xorthwest  through  a  local 
cooperative  association,  operating  independently  of  the  State  organi- 
zation. The  two  Orland  creameries  afford  a  local  market  for  the 
bntterfat  production  of  the  dairies,  and  the  Orland  Alfalfa  Meal 
Mill,  of  30  tons  daily  capacity,  affords  a  ready  local  market  for  the 
surplus  pi-oduction  of  alfalfa.

Prices  for  baby  chickens  from  local  hatcheries  vary  from  $15  to  US  per 
hundred.  Prevailing  prices  for  turkeys  are  40  and  45  cents  per  pomid.  Young 
birds  may  be  purchased  during  the  summer  at  $1.50  to  $3  each,  depending  upon 
their  age.

TOWNS  AND  INDUSTRIES 

The  city  of  Orland,  located  in  the  center  of  the  project,  lias  a 
population  of  approximately  1,700.  It  is  an  important  shipping
